ake Woodbridge and Allie Penson 
planned to marry in July. It was time 
to get a place of their own. 

They were willing to look any¬ 
where from Blaine to Bloomington.

Seventy-six homes would see their tracks. 
“If something popped up on the market, 
we would literally have to go look at it in 24 
hours or it would be sold,” says Jake. Eleven 
purchase agreements would be written. “If 
we saw a house we liked, we would literally 
have to do it that day.” 

They would lose them all. 

Competition meant bidding above the 
asking price, sometimes by as much as 
$15,000, twinned with an offer to pay clos¬ 
ing costs. At one south Minneapolis home, 
their purchase agreement was buried by 
50 other bidders. 


Owners knew they didn’t have to fix 
much before placing their houses for sale. 
The money would find them an 3 rway. And 
it was useless to make a buy contingent 
upon inspection. The next guy was sure 
to forego further scrutiny if a deal could 
be done today. 

In the end, they found a small, ’5Os-era 
home in Richfield that required $5,000 over 
the asking price. It may not be an architec¬ 
tural gem, but it’s a fine place to start a life. 

Welcome to the Twin Cites real estate 
market, ranked by Realtor.com as the fourth 
worst in America for millennials. 

The problem is one of basic capitalism. 
The half-century path of marriage, children, 
and a move to increasingly distant suburbs 
has grown entangled with weeds. Young 
people are marrying later and waitinglonger 
to breed, carrying a deadening fondness for 
the farmland subdivisions of their parents’ 
generation.

The frozen pizzas of Minnesota, ranked

THIS SPRING, AS PEOPLE throughout the 
Twin Cities recommitted to buying fresh produce 
at farmers markets and getting ready for swimsuit 
season, the staff at City Pages had a very different 
set of priorities. 

The goal? Risk life, limb, and lasting arterial 
damage to determine the finest Minnesota-based 
frozen pizza. 

The criteria were as follows: Packages had to 
bear an in-state address and had to be widely, 
consistently available, meaning we scanned the 
freezer aisles at Cub, Kowalski’s, Lunds, Whole 


Foods, and Target. Classic ’za only; pockets, 
pouches, and French breads are fine, but that’s 
another list entirely. We tracked down 20—which 
seemed like a nice, round number—in the most 
basic form we could find. Then, we picked them 
apart based on that holiest of trinities: crust, 
sauce, and cheese. Some companies don’t sell 
plain, and since meat and veggies can hide any 
number of flaws, we’ve summarized our thoughts 
on those separately. 

We also considered cost (how much will you 
spend vs. the quality of what you’re getting?). 


texture (mouthfeel matters), and aesthetic 
(hey, you eat with the eyes first, whether it’s 
a 10-course tasting menu or a freezer-burnt 
desperation dinner). And we accounted for an 
“overall deliciousness” factor, too. How well is 
it all working together? 

We judged, we argued, we sifted through our 
grease-stained notes and crunched the numbers 
like so much crust. There were surprise upsets and 
upset stomachs. But after scraping out the sauce 
caked from under our fingernails and brushing 
the crumbs off our laptop keys, we’re pleased to 
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bring you the ultimate power ranking of 
Minnesota’s frozen pizza brands. 

TOTINO’S PARTY PIZZA 

This makes us sad, as we just called 
northeast Minneapolis-born Torino’s Pizza 
Rolls the Best Drunk Food of 2018. But 
we’re not here to talk rolls right now... and 
you know what else makes us sad? This 
misshapen brick of a pizza. The sauce is 
a gel-like, gooey jam that doesn’t taste 
anything like tomatoes; the cheese is a 
chalky char that in no way resembles 
dairy. The only redeeming factor about 
this little rectangle is its price—you can 
get one even if you have less than two 
bucks in your pocket. 

‘This is like the hot dog of pizzas.” 

“Yeah. Pizza byproduct.” 

RED BARON CLASSIC CRUST 

In a marketing move right out of 
the Virginia Slims playbook. Red Baron 
recently pivoted to a new, mom-friendly 
mascot: The Baroness. In another move 
out of the Virginia Slims playbook, this 
pizza actually tastes like it’s bad for your 
health. (Ed. Note: We do not actually think 
Red Baron is as bad as cigarettes—please 
don’t sue us.) It arrives from the oven with 
an obviously greasy sheen, smelling like 
an elementary school cafeteria. Things 
don’t get better in the earin’, as the cheese 
turns to eraser crumbs in your mouth. 
And the sauce? Every one of our judges 
wrote “salt,” occasionally in all-caps, with 
varying numbers of exclamation marks. 

“Feels ripped from a school lunch 
program.” 

“This is the saltiest, lamest thing outside 
of my Twitter feed.” 

ROMA ORIGINAL PIZZA 

Roma, too, bore a lunchroom-like 
smell and taste that’ll transport you right 
back to third grade. While less of a sodium 
bomb, Roma’s problem was that the sauce 


was on the sugary-sweet side, layered 
under a barely-there dusting of cheese. 
It really could have used more of both, if 
only to obscure a crust that, while crispy 
on the edges, becomes increasingly like a 
floury, soggy sheet of Lisa Frank looseleaf 
paper the closer you get to its center. 

“Well, it’s... totally a pizza.” 

“I don’t know, actually. Too sweet—not 
pizza-y enough. Like a dessert I didn’t 
want.” 

PIZZA CORNER 

Taking the “bigger is better” 
approach. Pizza Corner one-ups the 
competition with 13-inch pies. And you 
know what they say about pizzas with 
big dimensions... sometimes they’re just 
okay? The sauce is tart and a little acidic; 
the cheese browned beautifully and got an 
almost glazed surface, like a pizza brulee. 
But we took issue with the crust, which was 
thin but somehow dense and flavorless, a 
communion wafer left out on a humid day. 

“Why is the crust so bland?” 

“It really is saltine-like. Good pizza 
for when you have the flu?” 

CULINARY CIRCLE 

A poofy, cornmeal-coated crust 
is the calling card of this casserole-like 
pizza. And it works, for the most part, 
lending welcome texture to the vessel 
for a delightfully zingy sauce. The cheese 
was decent, but thinly applied, and since 
there was a lot of sauce on there (which, 
again, delightful!), it had a tendency to 
slide right off with your first bite. Overall, 
this was fine. 

“Dang, look at all the cornmeal on that 
crust.” 

“Well, of course. Those are culinary 
touches.” 

GOURMET PARLOR PIZZA 

Outside of its wide, wide cooking 
parameters (15 to 30 minutes is not a win-

dow of time, it’s a sliding glass door), we 
dug this one. There’s something Lunch- 
able-y about the crust, but the sauce is 
succulent and the cheese—which there’s 
quite a bit of—is good, if a little gummy. Is 
it gourmet? It’s frozen pizza. And one you 
could certainly work into your too-busy- 
to-cook weekday or late-night-drunk-eats 
rotation. 

‘This is pizza on a tortilla!” 

“Quesadilla pizza. Know what? I don’t 
hate it.” 

MUCCI’SATHOME 

We loved the sauce: hearty, herba¬ 
ceous, a little chunky. Would buy in bulk. 
The cheese is excellent: chewy, rich, and 
milky. But we ran into a serious issue here. 
While the cheese cooked to perfection and 
the bottom of the crust crisped nicely, there 
was a jelly-like layer of sog that coated 
the top of the crust throughout. It was 
enough to trip us up—a shame, because 
everything else ruled. 

“The rare entry where it’s 8’s and 9’s 
across the board, but... that crust.” 

“It’s hard to get past that texture.” 

FRESCHETTA 

Eating Freschetta was kind of like 
eating a pizza-flavored loaf of bread... in 
a good way? It looks like a farmhouse pie, 
its yeasty, fluffed-up crust heaped with 
garlicky, herbed cheese that bounces sat- 
isfyingly against your teeth. Not a pizza 
for cracker-crust purists, by any means. 
But if you’re down to sink your teeth into 
something doughier, this is the one. 

“I would eat this in breadstick form.” 

“The original Puff Daddy?” 

ALL NATURAL REAL ’ZA 

With a name like “All Natural Real 
’Za,” we were more than ready to roll our 
eyes at this entrant—but it delivered! A 
juicy, bright, veggie-forward sauce coats a 
craggy cornmeal crust and is topped with 
a springy, toothsome blend of mozzarella 
and provolone. The ratios are precisely 


right, and the fresh flavors don’t lead to 
pizza fatigue, so you can comfortably eat 
several slices. (Hey, it’s cool, it’s natural.) 

“It’s real, and it’s ’za, but is it real ’za?” 

“Yes! Less processed for the win.” 

CHANTICLEAR 

There are no shticks or tricks with 
Chanticlear—theirs is a damn solid, no- 
frills bar pizza. A just-this-side-of-sweet 
sauce is tangy tomato bliss, cutting the 
richness of the perky cheese covering it. 
There’s great interplay between the top¬ 
pings and the tortilla-thin crust, which, 
despite being barely there, has a pleas¬ 
ant, whole-grain essence. Simple, savory 
deliciousness. 

“Does this name sound like an off- 
brand soda?” 

“Or toothpaste?” 

“Well, it’s classic pizza.” 

“Really sticks all the landings.” 

4 BELLATORIA ULTRA THIN CRUST 

Bellatoria boasts one of our favorite 
cheeses, a stringy, stretchy five-cheese 
blend that’s been flecked with—some might 
say “blasted by”—oregano and parsley 
and basil. There’s a lot of it—both the 
cheese and the Italian herbs—and they 
rest on a salty-sweet sauce and a crunchy, 
flatbread-style crust that’s doing exactly 
what it needs to, which is blending into 
the background while its toppings steal 
the show. Well balanced and munchable 
all around. 

“Smothered in herbs, like a catnip 
potpourri!” 

“Oregano? More like oregan... yes.” 

BREW PUB LOTZZA MOTZZA 

Given the name, you might think Brew 
Pub’s pizza has “a lot of mozzarella.” You 
would be very right. This thing isn’t just 
blanketed with cheese—that’s an all-out 
down comforter. It’s an ocean of mozza¬ 
rella, a mozzarella stick made flat. And it’s 
incredible. The moist, dense cheese has a 
perfect pull; the cracker crust is thin but 
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Sturdy and doesn’t buckle under the 
pressure. (No small feat.) This is an 
excellently executed trash pizza, and 
what all other trash pizzas should 
aspire to. 

“It’s the platonic ideal of junk 
food.” 

“Might not like the fourth slice as 
much—the cheese and grease will 
get overwhelming—but I want four 
slices.” 

MEGGIES 

One of our esteemed critics 
described this contestant as “not 
unlike a savory Gusher”—and that’s 
a compliment. There’s a pillowy fluff 
of mozz over sauce, and they team 
up to deliver explosive little bursts 
of flavor with every bite. Browned, 
crispy edges nestle up next to paler, 
squishier pieces; a slice of either is 
equally satisfying. It looks “real,” and 
it tastes fresh. The ingredients are per¬ 
fectly proportioned. A quintessential 
freezer pizza. 

“Like a 2-D, high-end pizza roll. 
It pops.” 

“Bar food nirvana.” 

KOWALSKI’S MARKET 

This is it. This is the one. Sharp 
Cheddar is married with mellow moz- 
zarella and parmesan, making for 
layers of flavor and richness. You’ll 
see actual tomato seeds peeking 
through the vibrant sauce, which 
has enough acidity to balance out 
the fat. We ate Kowalski’s entry dead 
last on our first day of marathon eat¬ 
ing, when we didn’t yet know how to 
pace ourselves properly. Overstuffed 
bordering on diabetic shock as we 
were, we still went back for seconds. 
It’s that outstanding. 

“Tasty ingredients, all working 
together well.” 

“This is like the pizza emoji. Per¬ 
fection.”

IN AMERICA, SAYS PETA

W hen you think ‘Vegan dining 
destination,” no doubt you’re 
picturing such effortlessly hip, 
eclectic millennial meccas as Los Angeles, 
New York, Portland, and... Omaha? 

Last week, PETA released its 2018 ranking 
of the “Top 10 Vegan-Friendly Cities” in the 
U.S. And those are all on there—Nebraska’s 
biggest city included. 

Minneapolis holds down the No. 4 spot 
on the animal rights group’s annual list, 
the first time we’ve made it in more than 
a decade.

But that’s not all: “From the Korean BBQ 
ribs at The Herbivorous Butcher to the 
Mexicali Not-Dogs at Muddy Waters Bar 
& Eatery, Minneapolis has no twin when 
it comes to hearty vegan dining,” PETA 
executive vice president Tracy Reiman said 
in a statement. (Classic St. Paul dig!) PETA 
also shouts out the mock duck at the MSP 
airport’s Republic restaurant. Ginger Hop’s 
tempeh Sloppy Joes, and the “delectable” 
vegan crepes at Crepe and Spoon. 

And St. Paul’s all-vegan junk-food gem J. 
Selby’s does get a shout-out as well... appar¬ 
ently it just wasn’t enough to bump Kansas 
City from the list.

I t never bodes well for a movie when 
the studio fires its director mid-shoot. 
The goal is to right the ship. But more 
often than not, the final product ends 
up being mediocre at best. 

Such is the case of Solo: A Star Wars 
Story, which saw directors Phil Lord and 
Christopher Miller (The Lego Movie, 21 
Jump Street) replaced by Ron Howard 
after a good chunk of filming. To some¬ 
body’s credit—though it’s hard to say 
whose—Solo avoids being a total train 
wreck. That said, it does play out as a 
generic action flick. Given this is a pretty 
transparent cash grab by Disney, I wonder 
if it really matters. 

Solo takes place somewhere between 
the events of Episode III: Revenge of the 
Sith and Rogue One. We meet a youngish 
Han (Alden Ehrenreich) on the planet 
Corellia, where he and a bunch of other 
street rats do the bidding of the evil Lady 
Proxima (Linda Hunt) in an effort to 
survive. 


Han seeks abetter life among the stars, 
so when he sees a dicey opportunity to 
get himself and girlfriend Qi’ra (Emilia 
Clarke) off-world, he takes it. What 
follows is a fairly straightforward run 
through Han Solo’s greatest hits. There’s 
a surprise or two, but as for the broader 
Star Wars m 3 Thology, we don’t get much 
value. While new information is pre¬ 
sented, it’s nothing that really fleshes 
out the character in any meaningful way. 

By illuminating his backstory like this, 
the movie loses a lot of the intrigue that 
made Han Solo such a cool character. It’s 
like revealing the secret behind a magic 
trick. The mystery is gone. 

What’s more interesting, forever won¬ 
dering how Han made the Kessel Run in 
less than 12 parsecs or just showing us in 
the context of a bland prequel? 

That’s a huge problem, because Solo is 
a movie where the story is almost entirely 
predicated on nods and call-forwards. 
References to the original trilogy are 
really just beaten into the viewer, and 
performed with such hammy glee that

it’s almost like the actors are winking 
at the screen. 

New stuff is executed so poorly that it’s 
comical. In an early scene we discover 
the meaning of Han’s last name, and its 
staleness lays the foundation for what’s 
to come. You’ll know it when you hear it. 

A big part of the blame here rests on the 
shoulders of father-and-son screenwriting 
duo Lawrence and Jonathan Kasdan. The 
senior Kasdan is responsible for some 
great work, including The Empire Strikes 
Back and Raiders of the Lost Ark. But the 
writing here and in The Eorce Awakens, 
which Lawrence co-wrote, feels soul¬ 
less and lacking. It’s hard to say if that’s 
truly his fault or if Disney is pushing a 
derivative narrative. 

Either way, the result is the same. Solo 
is a movie we did not need. Luckily, it’s 
easy to forget. 03

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AFTER THE IVEYS 

Four Humors seeks new ways to honor 
the local theater scene

C 


an you talk a little bit more 
about what ‘funky and fun’ 
means to you?” 

Jason Ballweber was 
standingin a Seward arts studio, surrounded 
by a couple dozen actors, directors, writers, 
and other members of the local theater com¬ 
munity It was the second of two community 
conversations convened by his company 
Four Humors, which has declared plans 
to launch a new theater awards ceremony 
on September 24. 

That’s a firm date, and right now it’s one 
of the only things organizers know for cer¬ 
tain about the awards. Currently their sole 
source of funding is an Indiegogo campaign 
where interested parties can buy tickets. 
The number of tickets sold will determine 
the venue size, and they’ll figure the rest 
out as they go. 

“This is not the Iveys, and I mean that in 
a good way,” Ballweber said. “We’re going 
to make a new thing that celebrates Min¬ 
nesota theater.” 

In February it was announced that the 
Ivey Awards, which recognized achieve¬ 
ments in metro-area professional theater, 
were ending due to funding challenges. 
The glittery annual ceremony at the State 
Theatre became a sellout in recent years, 
making the Iveys America’s best-attended 
theater awards aside from the Tonys. 

Corporate sponsors provided much 
of the Iveys’ funding, while the incipient 


Minnesota Theater Awards organization is 
decidedly grassroots. At the community con¬ 
versation, Ballweber said that Four Humors 
was contemplating a “smaller, fun, silly, 
ridiculous” alternative to the Iveys even 
before those awards were discontinued. 

Now that it’s officially taken up the 
mantle. Four Humors faces the challenge 
of crafting an event that will serve the Iveys’ 
celebratory function while also meeting the 
company’s goals of being more accessible 
and more inclusive, including of Minnesota 
productions from outside the metro area. 

Several attendees at the meeting called 
for a more transparent selection process 
than the Iveys used. Extensive discussion 
revolved around how the awards canbecome 
more broadly based than the Iveys without 
forcing, for example. Fringe shows to com¬ 
pete against Guthrie-level productions. A 
representative from the Minnesota Theater 
Alliance pointed out that the state encom¬ 
passes over 450 theater companies; most 
are outside the metro, and fewer than a 
hundred were eligible for Ivey consideration. 

For now, Ballweber is adamant that some 
kind of theater celebration event will hap¬ 
pen on September 24, and it will almost 
certainly involve the presentation of one 
or more awards. Beyond that, things are 
likely to evolve. 

Asked whether he had any words of wis¬ 
dom for the Minnesota Theater Awards 
organizers, Iveys founder Scott Mayer 
chuckled and responded concisely, “It’s 
more work than you think.” 03

Why are so many 
Minnesota musicians 
moving to Los Angeles?

I t took more than a year of saving, two 
weeks in an Airbnb, and five days in a 
rented trailer driven by two supportive 
parents. But the end of the journey 
was a dream realized: Tess Weinberg and 
Chris White moved into their new apart¬ 
ment in Echo Park, Los Angeles. 

Native Minneapolitans, Weinberg 
and White were twice-successful local 
musicians, first with now-defunct goth- 
rockers Murder Shoes, more recently as 
gloom-pop duo No Kim. They’d reached 
an enviable plateau, with enough name 
recognition, connections, and resources 
to build a comfortable, long-term career 
in the Twin Cities. But three weeks after 
they dropped the first No Kim LP, they 
sold half their furniture and fled west. 

“There’s such great Midwest momentum 
towards, ‘Get a house! Get a dog!,’ but I 
don’t feel ready for that,” Weinberg says. 
“I wanted to feel scared again. I wanted 
that to happen for our music, too.” 

‘We’re in survival mode for sure,” White 
adds, with a glint of determination. “But 
it feels pretty good.” 

There’s nothing new about local music 
luminaries moving out to Los Angeles: 
Prince famously lived there for much of 
the ’00s. But more recently, the exodus has 
grown in numbers, as homegrown hitmak- 
ers like Caroline Smith, Tickle Torture, 
and Howler have heeded the call. So what 
does Los Angeles offer young musicians 
that the Twin Cities can’t? 

“Minneapolis has a smaller, more cen¬ 
tralized community,” says former Howler 
frontman Jordan Gatesmith. “That means 
the focus is more on certain individuals 
or certain groups. Out here, you can do 
your own thing and not worry about your 
peers too much.” 

Gatesmith, who now plays with the 
band Wellness, has lived in L.A. since 
2015. Though he disavows the notion that 
there’s a glass ceiling for artists based in 
Minnesota—Howler secured international 
praise and a deal with London’s Rough 
Trade when Gatesmith was only 20—he 
knew L.A. was the next best step for him. 


On Howler’s various tours through Cali¬ 
fornia, Gatesmith had seen how the arts 
scene there propagates in small, passionate 
cloisters, and, with the strong encour¬ 
agement of his L.A.-based publisher, he 
set aside his aesthetic qualms (“I always 
thought [Los Angeles] was kinda dirty,” he 
says) and made the move. Now he spends 
all his time making music—not only with 
Wellness but also with former Morrissey 
songwriting partner Alain Wh 5 Te. 

“I really learned to love this city a lot,” 
Gatesmith says. “Words like ‘career,’ I don’t 
really know what that means, but it’s been 
a positive move for my life.” 

Ask Minnesota expats why they moved 
to L.A. and one of the first words you’ll 
hear is “infrastructure.” It’s the kind of 
vague j argon that makes life in Los Angeles 
seem unquestionably important. But what 
does infrastructure mean when it comes 
to living your life as a working musician? 

Tiny Deaths songwriter Claire de Lune, 
10 years a Minnesotan and a Californian 
for the last nine months, puts it plainly: 
“In Iowa, their export is corn. In L.A., it’s 
entertainment.” 

In Los Angeles, money doesn’t just talk— 
it sings. Where you might see billboards 
for auto dealerships or church radio in 
Minnesota, in L.A. it’s new albums and 
DJ sets. In the Twin Cities you might have 
to moonlight as a bartender to pay for 
studio time, but Los Angeles has such a 
need for musicians that you can pay rent 
by working as session player. 


De Lune first caught a glimpse of the 
opportunities the biz presented when she 
started contracting Tiny Deaths songs for 
TV ad placement. Soon, she was selling 
pop songs on spec. 

“I’ve never been interested in writing 
bubblegum pop songs for myself,” she 
says. “I did a little bit of songwriting with 
some of my friends from L.A. [while I was] 
in Minneapolis, but there’s just a whole 
industry here. It’s hard to break in here, 
but it’s almost impossible to break into 
from far away.” 

Brookl 5 m Park rapper Finding Novyon 
was on his way to being Minnesota’s next 
homegrown hip-hop star after finishing 
sixth in 2016’s Picked to Click competition 
and claiming Best Hip-Hop Verse in the 
following year’s Best of the Twin Cities. In 
2016, he dropped the downright spartan 
mixtape Believe in MPLS, a collaboration 
with L.A. producer J.KELR. Less than 
a year later, he bought a one-way ticket 
to LAX. 

“I love Minnesota, but I felt like, when I 
was there the last couple months, I was so 
unmotivated, so over everything,” Novyon 
says. “I was getting depressed in the winter, 
and that was a big burden on my emotions, 
and it stifled my creativity.” 

Novyon originally planned to make the 
move with So Cold Records labelmates 
Drelli and Allan Kingdom. These were 
among the most talented, exciting young 
performers to emerge from Minnesota 
since GRRRL PRTY, and they wanted to

test their mass appeal together. But when 
their 2017 national tour was canceled after 
only a few dates, those designs fell apart. 
Drelli and Kingdom took off for California 
together, leaving Novyon to find his own way 

Novyon scored a sublet in a five-bedroom 
apartment before finding a smaller place in 
North Holl 3 rwood. He got a management 
company and booking agents to help him 
get local shows and make sure he gets a 
fair takeaway. He caught on with fellow 
Minneapolitan-at-large Angelo Bombay, 
who set him up with a gig running sessions 
at a friend’s Holl 5 rwood studio. 

‘It’s been really motivating and a really 
dope experience for me,” he says. “Right 
now, it feels like when I was just first com¬ 
ing up, when I was opening up for Mike 
the Martyr and Metasota and meeting all 
the older people who knew the scene and 
I looked up to.” 

Sunshine and legal marijuana certainly 
help, but the collectivist energy in Los 
Angeles has also rejuvenated the once- 
dejected Novyon. He’s a man transformed, 
something that cannot be ignored on his 
beachy, affable new single “What’s Best.” 

“Here, not as many people know what 
I’ve done, so it’s just easier for me to create,” 
Novyon says. “I find myself being more 
expressive and more transparent. I can 
really take a step back and look at things 
from a different angle.” 

Novyon hits on the thread that unites all 
Minnesota-bom musicians living in LA. Yes, 
the city may be a gateway to 9-5-ing your 
passions, but more than that, it’s an escape. 
No one musician I spoke with expressed a 
desire to stay in Los Angeles forever, and 
most had designs on an eventual Minne¬ 
apolis return. But universally, they were 
thankful for something new 

“I had this feeling of, ‘If we don’t get 
out now, maybe we never will,”’ Weinberg 
says. “I felt like, if I died in Minneapolis 
never having left, well, that’d be sad.” 03

^ like watersports, and I heard about 
I a guy in a rural area who holds piss 
I parties in his backyard. I found a 
A mailing list for those interested in 
piss play, and it wasn’t long before he 
posted about one of these parties. People 
on the list talk a big game, but no one 
else has stepped up to host something, 
including me. (I would, but four neigh¬ 
bors look into my backyard.) The host 
has very simple rules for who can attend: 
You have to identify as a guy and wear 
masculine attire. I get to the party, and 
there were about four guys and the host. 
I had a good time. The host had plenty 
of drinks out, towels, chairs, canopies, 
and candles to ward off the mosquitos. 
I’ve been back a couple times. Everyone 
is friendly enough and there’s the right 
amount of perversion. So what’s the prob¬ 
lem? The host. He’s loud and annoying. 
He insists on putting classical music on 
(it doesn’t set the mood very well). He 
tells the same lame jokes every time he’s 
pissing on someone. He will complain 
that people say they’re coming and don’t 
show. If you are having a moment with 
someone, he will invariably horn in on the 
action. Without being rude. I’ve tried to 
make it clear that we are not looking for 
company, but he doesn’t take the hint. It’s 
his party, and props to him for hosting 
it—but it takes the fun out of it when the 
host doesn’t know when to back off. I’ve 
gotten to the point where it’s not worth 
the effort to go. Do I just get over it, or 
say something privately? 

PERSON EXASPERATES ENTHUSIAST 

The advice I gave a different reader 
about dealing with a guest horning in 
on the action at an orgy applies in your 
case: ‘'Even kind and decent people can 
be terrible about taking hints—especially 
when doing so means getting cut out of 
a drunken fuckfest. So don’t hint, tell. 
There’s no rule of etiquette that can paper 
over the discomfort and awkwardness 
of that moment, so you’ll just have to 
power through it.” 

Swap out “drunken fuckfest” for 
“drenchin’ piss scene,” and the advice 
works—up to a point, PEE, because the 
person in your case who needs telling, 
not hinting, isn’t one of the guests, he’s 
the host. But your host’s behavior sounds 
genuinely annoying. Hosting a sex party

doesn’t give someone the right to insert 
himself into someone else’s scene, and 
stupid jokes have the power to kill the 
mood and murder the boners. 

So what do you do? 

Well, you could send your host an 
email or give him a call. Thank him for 
the invite, let him know you appreciate 
the effort he goes to, and then tell him 
why some people say they’re coming 
and don’t show: You’re too loud, your 
music is awful, you have a bad habit of 
horning in on the action, and you need 
to learn some new jokes to tell when 
you’re pissing on someone (or, better yet, 
not tell any jokes at all). But ticking off 
a list of his shortcomings is only going 
to get you crossed off the invite list to 
future parties. 

So why not make your own piss 
party? You don’t need a big backyard—I 
mean, presumably your place has a tub. 
Supplement your tub with a couple of 
kiddie pools on top of some plastic tarp 
laid down on the living room or basement 
floor. Ask your guests to keep it in the tub, 
pool, or on the tarp. You get to choose 
the guys, you get to select the music, 
and, as host, you can lay down the law 
about making jokes and horning in on 
the action. 

One last thought: If you have it in you 
to invest some time in getting to know 
this guy—if you treat him like a human 
being—you might be able to draw him out 
on something that clearly frustrates him: 
guys who say they’re coming to the party 
but don’t show. If he seems genuinely 
baffled, PEE, that’s your opening to ask 
if he’d like some constructive feedback. 
If he says yes, you can very gently run 
through your list of ways to improve 
his parties: no jokes, better music, and 
a “no horning in” rule for all (not just 
for him).
